Six Folsom 
prisoners, four of whom are already under 
sentence of life imprisonment, are convicted 
by a jury of first degree murder for the 
killing of a’ guard in a prison outbreak. The 
jury fixed the penalty at life imprisonment. 
For four of the prisoners the court pro¬ 
cedure terminated in a laugh. They were 
already seiwing such a sentence. Either the 
prisoners were innocent and should have 
been acquitted or they were guilty and 
should have been sentenced to death. If the 
jurors were opposed to capital punishment 
they i)erjured themselves by remaining on 
the jury panel, for they had been asked, 
before they w’ere accepted as jurors, if they 
had conscientious scimples against capital 
punishment. The verdict of this jury was 
merely an invitation to more prison out¬ 
breaks by life-teiTners. If death is not the 
penalty for further murders, why not take 
the chance of killing a guai’d to escape? 
The verdict had its immediate consequences. 
Three days later a San Quentin prisoner 
.stabbed to death a “squealer,’’ who was, in- 
jcidentally, before his career of crime, a San 
, Beniai’dino resident.

Just enough energy 
foods should be eaten to supply 
power for a day's work and not 
store unneeded fat, and only- 
enough protein consumed to keep 
the muscles and tissues in good 
repair. Patronize the meat shops 
con.servatively, the pastry shops 
wi.sely and the green grocer lih- 
erally. Indulge in freiiucnt and 
generous ilrinks of pure, cold wat¬ 
er. The i-mpty feeling which 
leads to unwise between meal eat¬ 
ing w-ill be relieveil and the kid¬ 
neys aided. Calories count he- 
tween meals as well as at meals. 
The tempting sundaes equal sev-, 
eral servings of boiled potatoes. 
Clear, hot soups at dinner reduce 
the keen edge of hunger, stimu¬ 
late digestive juices without add¬ 
ing many calories.
